Bixler, Missourl national guards- 
mam innocent of. manslaughter 
charges in connection with the fa- 
tal shooting of Miss Harriet Hasty, 
40 years old, of Paragould, Ark.

30 minutes, the prosecution con- 
tending Bixler was negligent and 
careless in shooting Miss Hasty 


and the defense asserting the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 


Argument of Prosecutor. 


Capt. Nathaniel B. Rieger of 
Kirksville, the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, said a defenseless woman had 
been killed and told the court mem- 
bers they had a responsibility to 
punish Bixler. 

Bixler, he said, had been “cutting 
up and having a good time, show- 
ing off for the benefit of an audi- 
ence,” while he was.on guard duty 
during a flood in Southeast Mis- 
sourl last spring. 

Two days before the fatal shoot- 
ing on March 21, Capt. Rieger said, 
Bixler exceeded his orders and shot 
at at least two cars in a_ rivalry 
which had sprung up as to whether 
sentries could stop motorists. He 
pointed out Bixler had been in the 
National Guard two years, had tak- 
en a full course in handling a rifle 
and was a proficient marksman. 

“You men cannot take lightly the 
loss of life.” he said. “The guard

Private Bixler testified yesterday 
the killing was accidental. MHold- 
ing the rifle which fired the fatal 
bullet, he re-enacted the scene on 
the banks of the flooded St. Fran- 
cis River, in Dunklin 
the night of March 21. 

A charge of murder was’ with- 
drawn at the opening of the court- 
martial and a charge of man- 
slauehter was substituted, alleging 
Bixler “carelessly and negligently 
pointed a loaded rifle and handled

Bixler testified he was patrolling 
a post about 150 yards from the 
Hopkins bridge, seat of opera-

The elements constituting the 


present menace to world peace as 
a result of the dispute between 
Italy and Ethiopia may be summar- 
ized as follows: 

1—The Covenant of the League 
of Nations and the Paris Pact make 
an isolated dispute the business of 
all the- signatories to these docu- 
ments. 

2—Unprovoked attack by one of 
the, nations upon another member 
of the League compels the League 
to come to the assistance of the 
jeopardized nation. Under the Paris 
Pact such an attack becomes a vio- 


lation of international law and 
_ morality. 
3—If Italy persists in -her de- 


clared intention to attack and con- 
quer Ethiopia, then her action is 
clearly in violation of both the Cov- 
enant of the League and the con- 
ditions of the Paris Pact. In the 
event of war the League must, if it 
discharges its obligations, take 
military or economic’ sanctions 
against Italy. 

There is no doubt about the in- 
tentions of Italy. Mussolini has 
made these intentions abundantly 
clear. He has for all practical pur- 
poses already declared war. 

He has been massing troops on 
the border of Ethiopia for months, 
only waiting for suitable climatic 
conditions to launch his attack. He

The European powers are, in 
fact, hy their cowardice accessories 
to Mussolini’s actions. They are 
preventing military equipment from 
being sent to Ethiopia and this will 
leave that country practically help- 
less against the powerful equip- 
ment of the Italian armies. These 
powers are leaving Ethiopia to be 
butchered to make a Roman holi- 
day. 

Mussolini’s Aim Clear. 

No concession which now could 
be made to Mussolini short of com- 
plete conquest of Ethiopia would 
satisfy him. That aim he has made 
tragically clear. 

But Mussolini's aim and ambition 
will not stop short with the con- 
quest of Ethiopia. If he is success- 
ful in this enterprise, his next move 
will be to absorb Austria. That at- 
tempt will bring Germany into the 
war and as European nations are 
now bound together with numer- 
able pacts and treaties a general 
European war would be inevitable. 

All these terrible consequences 
are involved in the Italo-Ethiopian 
question. If this war cannot be 
averted—and one sees very little 
hope of it—another world war will 
result and that will end human 
civilization.

Case Without Parallel. 

“I went to Mr. Eversole yester- 
day,’ Judge Dearing said to the 
correspondent, “and requested is- 
suance of the information, not as 
a personal matter, but to protect 
the dignity of the court over which 
I have presided for 25 years. In 
that time, the present case is with- 
out a parallel, to my knowledge. 

“I was not trying to have Mr. 
Morris thrown into jail. If I were, 
it would have-been possible for me 
to issue a bench warrant and have 
him brought into court at once. 
Instead, issuance of an infogmation 
would have been followed by no- 
tice for him to appear in _ court 
within a reasonable time, probably 
10 days, and show why he should 
not be held in contempt.

REVERSES DECISION 
BY JUDGE FARIS 


Delegation of Authority 
Voids Contract of Town 


Opinion Declares. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion § today, 
held that the Arkansas-Missouri 
Power Co. was entitled to an in- 


junction to restrain the city of Ken- 
nett, Mo., from building a munici- 


pal electric light plant under an ar-, 


rangement with the PWA. 

The opinion, written by Judge 
Sanborn and concurred in by 
Judges Gardner and Woodrough, all 
Federal Circuit Judges, reversed a 
ruling made by Federal Circuit 
Judge Faris last February when he 
was judge of the District Court in 
St. Louis. Judge Faris dismissed 
the power company’s application 
for an injunction. 

PWA Contract Declared Void. 

Provisions of the contract be- 
tween the city of Kennett and the 
PWA by which the Federal Gov- 
ernment retained a large measure 
of contrel over the construction of 
the plant, for which PWA made a 
loan of $120,000 and a grant of $30,- 
000, were said by the Circuit Court 
to be such as to render the contract 
“absolutely null and void.” 

The court said that under the 
terms of the contract the city un- 
dertook to delegate to the Govern- 
ment many discretionary functions 
which belonged properly to the 
legislative body of the city and 
could not, under Missouri laws, be 
delegated to any other person. 

Provisions Objected To. 

The Court mentioned as invalid 
provisions of the contract giving 
the Federal Government authority 
over the selection of labor and over 
minimum wages, hours of work and 
the selection of materials. 

The State law means, the Court 
said, “that in selling its bonds or 
otherwise financing the project, it 
(the city) may not delegate any 
substantial discretion with respect 
to the selection of labor or the ma- 
terials to be furnished, or share 
with that person the authority to 
direct and control the construction. 
Were it not for the fact that the 
United States is financing the proj- 
ect, we do not believe it would even 
be suggested that a city could en- 
ter into any such arrangement with 
a lender of money, a buyer of bonds 
or even a giver of gifts.” 

The contract with the PWA, the 
Court said, “leaves the city little 
uncontrolled discretion with respect 
to the construction job.” 

Defines Lawful Contract. 

The contract would be lawful, the 
Court added, if the Government did 
not require delegation of authority, 
or if the Government were willing 
t® buy the city’s bonds and make 
it a grant and then “let the city 
build its own plant in its own way.” 

The same conclusions would apply 
to the City of Trenton, Mo., where 
a private corporation sought an in- 
junction against a municipal plant 
th Court said, but in that case it 
held the District Court was without 
jurisdiction and so dismissal of the 
injunction suit was. justified on 
that grounds. 

In the Kennett case the Court of 
Appeals decision makes it manda- 
tory for the District Court to grant 
the injunction.

Plane Crashes in Darkness 
Near Gilmer After Cir- 
cling Cotton Field in 
Vain Attempt to Land.

GILMER, Tex., Aug. 15. — Two 
pilots and two passengers were kill- 
ed in a crash in a cotton field 12 
miles west of here before daylight 
today after the left engine of a tri- 
motored. Delta Airlines plane tore 
loose and fell. The plane was de- 
stroyed by fire. 


when it crashed. The missing motor 


was found a mile from the scene. 
The dead: Andy Dixon, Monroe, 
La., pilot; Herbert Bulkeley, Dallas, 
Tex., co-pilot; J. W. Thompson, At- 
lanta, Ga.; and P. A. Ivy, Birming- 
ham, Ala., passengers. 

The bodies, burned, were taken 
from the ship by Guy Weldon and 
Herbert McWhorter, farmers, who 
heard the plano circle over Mce- 
Whorter’s cotton field shortly be- 
fore the smashup. 

Weldon said he heard the roar of 
the motor and looked up to see the 
plane drop several flares. It circled 
over the level cotton patch as if to 
land, and then crashed at about a 
20-degree angle with a loud explo- 
sion. 

Weldon and McWhorter attempt- 
ed to put out the fire with sand, 
but were forced to wait until the 
flames had subsided sufficiently to 
allow them to pull the bodies from 
the wreckage.

war and peace in East Africa were 
considered by Premier Laval of 
France and Baron Pompeo Aloisi

Their talk seemed only to deepen 
the pessimism of officials. 

Premier Mussolini's right hand 
man went to Laval with three 
arguments: 

1. Italy must protect Eritrea and 
Italian Somaliland against a wild 
and dangerous nation (Ethiopia) 
by disarming it. 

2. Italy must expand into col- 
onies as Great Britain and France 
have dovwe. 

3. Italy is starved for raw ma- 
terials and must develop its own 
supplies. 

To these arguments, 
the following answers: 

1. War would wreck Europe's 
long-drawn-out efforts for peace 
and, possibly, even the League of

2. War would cost men and 
money and create hatreds, al- 


though Mussolini could attain his 
desires gradually and peacefully. 
3. “War would endanger or break 
the English-Italian control of Eu- 
rope. 
Further Conference, 


Following his meeting with Alo- 
isi, Laval conferred with his mipn- 
istry experts, who are preparing 
arguments and suggestions for 
further development. He gave them 
not only the Italian suggestions but 
also the British as presented to 
him yesterday by Anthony Eden, 
British Minister for League of Na- 
tions affairs. 


Eden returned to the Quay 
D'Orsay late in the afternoon and 
emphasized Great Britain was pre- 
pared only to consent to Italy’s eco- 
nomic penetration of the African 
empire—-not to a politica’ penetra- | 
tion, 

Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethi- 

opia had a chance to present a 
side to Laval through Tecla 
wariat, his minister. it e saw 
Laval shortly before Laval’s second 
talk with Eden. Nicholas Politis, 
who is expected to be officially ap- 
pointed as a fifth arbitrator on the 
Valual dispute, alsoeconferred with 
Laval. 


The British are calling these 
three-power conversations “the last 
chance” to transform war into 
peace before the League of Nations 
Council meets Sept. 4 at Geneva. 

Following his morning confer- 
ence, Premier Laval said only: “I 
had a preliminary talk with Baron 
Aloisi. Tomorrow morning there 
will be a meeting of the signatories 
of the three-power treaty of 1906.” 

(By the treaty of 1906, Great 
Britain, France and Italy guaran- 
teed the integrity and independ- 
ence of Ethiopia.) 


What Britain Proposes. 


Britain is prepared to go as far 
as possible in the way of exclu- 
sively economic concessions and 
guarantees to Italian interests in 
East Africa. It might even, in- 
formed cireles said, repeat its offer 
to cede Ethiopia a port and a cor- 
ridor through British Somaliland. 

One of Eden's proposals is said 
to be a system of capitulations sim- 
jlar to those of China and Turkey. 
Some foreign consuls enjoy extra- 
territorial powers in Ethopia, but 
expansion of the plan would bene- 
fit Italy. 

The British object to others’ call- 
ing Laval the “mediator” of the 
conversations, as it implies an Ital- 
fan-British quarrel that requires a 
referee, which, said the spokesman, 
is “nonsense.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today signed the bill 
providing a 40-hour week for posta) 
employes. 

Officials expect it to create about 
10,000 permanent jobs for men now 
on the postal “substitute” list. 

Mail carriers, clerks, railway mail 
workers and others in the service 
will be put on the five-day week, 
working eight hours a day, under 
the new law. 

Although about 4500 substitutes 
have been given permanent posi- 
tions in the postal service during 
the last 18 months, there are still 
nearly 20,000 substitutes in the ser- 
vice, 

Regular postal employes have 
been working 44 hours a week, with 
time off for all overtime. Most 
clerks and carriers work five days 
a week and a half day on Saturday, 
but any man who worked more than 
44 hours in any week was given 
added time off later.

Evidence shows that he came to 
Washington by prearrangement, ac- 
companied by an armed guard pro- 
vided by the chairman of the House 
Rules Committee. 

“When an attempt was made 
Tuesday to serve him with a sub- 
pena, he escaped on the run, guard- 
ed by employes of the House com- 
mittee and Washington policemen 
detailed to him by the chairman of 
the House committee. 


“Our committee has not aided, 
nor would it aid, any witness in 
dodging or evading the House com- 
mittee. On the contrary, we stand 
ready to co-operate and assist the 
House committee in any way we are 
able. The rule of comity requires 
that each co-ordinate branch of 
Congress do nothing to obstruct the 
processes of the other, but, on the 
contrary, that it aid and promote 
them. Certainly, no committee of 
either branch has a right to prevent 
a witness from appearing before a 
committee of the other. 

“It was never intended that either 
body become a citadel of refuge for 
a dodging, hiding, running fugitive 
utility official.

Whether Hopson's belated de- 
cision to testify before the Senate 
Committee—reached under some- 
thing resembling duress—will save 
him from contempt proceedings by 
the Senate, is extremely doubtful.

“We bought more silver today 
than the total domestic production 
last year,” Morgenthau told report- 
ers last night.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Sena- 


tor McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, told 
reporters last night that case work- 
ers in Harry L. Hopkins’ Relief 


Administration had encouraged 
families to go on the dole in order 
t6 extend their own jobs. McCar- 
ran said the attitude of Hopkins 
was similar to that of the case 
workers. 

“These workers are the ones who 
go out and say to a family that 
was just getting along, ‘you should 
be on. relief,” McCarran said. 
“They're holding their jobs because 
they are case workers. The more 
they hold on relief the longer the 
jobs last. And the longer Mr, Hop- 
kins transports them across state 
lines, the longer he keeps his job. 

“His carpet bag policy is simply 
destructive and doesn’t lend itself 
to taking people off relief. 

“All Hopkins knows is the Civil 
Works Administration and I've 
been afraid all along that that was 
what the new program would 
amount to.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—A cam- 
paign for the restoration of all 
kinds of game and wild life in the 
United States was begun yesterday 
at an election meeting of the new- 
ly-formed American Wild Life In- 
stitute in the offices of Walter P.

State Auditor Says Token 
Card Plan Is Mere Suggestion; 
Favors Bracket System. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. U-- 
State Auditor Forrest Smith said 
last night the proposea “meal tick- 
et” token card was not an order 
but a “suggestion” to aid retailers 
in collecting Missouri's eonmaied | 
absorbed 1 per cent sales tax which 
will become effective Aug. 27. 

He said he “knew he could not 
compel merchants to print the cards 


at their own expense, but merely 
suggested this system as a last re- 
sort to provide some means for re- 
tailers collecting the tax from the} 
consumer.” 

“If they don't want to use the 
cards, I can't compel them to, but | 
I do expect to collect 1 per cent of 
their grossa sales at the end of the 
month,” Smith declared. “It’s not | 
up to my department to collect the | 
tax from the consumer—that’s the | 
job of the retalier. I 

“I have attempted every means i | 
know of to provide some system aa! 
collection for the retailers as pro- | 
vided under the State law. The 
Government declared invalid use re 
tokens, coupons or stamps, but 
did not say a retailer could Bp 
issue his own tokens. That seems 
to be the only avenue left.” 


Booklet of Regulations. 

Smith announced his department 
today would mail booklets contain-| 
ing sales tax regulations to approx- 
imately 75,000 retailers. The heck | 
lets contain a suggested design for 
the cards. It resembles a “mea! 
ticket,” and contains five i1-mill, 
seven half-mill, five 2-10ths mill 
and five 1-10th mill sections for 
punching purposes and the follow- | 
ing inscription: “This ticket en- 
titles the bearer to buy one dollar's | 
worth of merehandise without pay- 
ing further tax at any place of, 
business of the above merchant in| 
Missouri.” ' 

Bracket Schedule Proposed. | 

Use of the “bracket” system of 
collection, which Attorney-General 
Roy McKittrick previously had de- 


i 


clared “invalid,” also was suggested | 
by Smith. 
He stated in the booklet that’ 


“for the purpose of more efficiently| 
collecting the tax so that, where 
impracticable to collect exact 
amount of the tax, the equivalent 
thereof may be collected, the State 
Auditor suggests use of the bracket 
by all merchants, and added: 

“It must be understood that the 
auditor is only suggesting the use 
of this bracket and does not com- 
pel the merchant to use it.” 

The following is Smith's proposed 
bracket schedule: Sales 1 to 14 
cents, 1 mill tax; 15 to 24 wot,

MIAMI, Fia., Aug. 15.—The sec- 
ond indictment within two days 
was returned today against Mayor 
A. D. H. Fossey, charging that he 
and three others conspired with a 
tax certificate buyer to defraud the 


city. 

Charged jointly with Mayor Fos- 
sey ji nthe new indictment are Com- 
missioners Orville Rigby and E, G. 


Sewell, a tormer mayor; C. H. 
Reeder, real estate broker, and the 
tax buyer, Victor J. Tatham. 

Tatham was under prior indict- 
ment by the present grand jury for 
perjury as a result of his testimony 
during the prolonged investigation 
of alleged deals in Miami city tax 
certificates. 

Fossey was indicted yesterday for 
allegedly counseling two real estate 
brokers, Herman Wall and Herman 
Jesse, in what the grand jury 
charged was a fraudulent certifi- 
cate transfers. 

Today's indictment against the 
present and past city officssiials is 
based on their alleged acquisence in 
Tatham’s proposal to use tax cer- 
tificates in acquiring a Negro park 
site for the city. 

The indictment; returned yester- 
day by the Dade County grand jury, 
named Fossey, Herman Wall, also 
known as Herman Wolkowsky, and 
Herman Jesse. Wall and Jesse, 
stockholders in M. B. Properties, 
Inc., were nameéd in a second indict- 
ment, which, like the first, charged 
they obtained city property through 
false pretense. Wall already was 
under a perjury indictment as the 
result of his testimony last week be- 
fore the grand jury. 

Fossey posted a $1000 bond. Cir- 


for Wall and Jesse. 

The indictment 
said M. B. Properties, Inc., in ac- 
quiring a tax deed on a property 
owner’s land, rendered worthless 
the tax certificates accepted by the 
city clerk for new ones he issued on 
the property. The aggregate face 
value of the new certificatea, cover- 
ing more than 100 pieces of prop- 
erty, was $3,542.31, plus -nterest. 

Only the last paragraph mentions 
Fossey, charging he “did counsel, 
hire, procure and aid” Jesse and 
Wall in the scheme. 

A property owner who settles his 
tax delinquency directly with the 
citv can save as much as 70 per 
cent, whereas he would likely be re- 
quired by a certificate buyer to re- 
deem in cash at the:full face value, 
plus the legal penalties. 

Told of the grand jury’s action 
Fossey said: “I don’t know what 
it’s all about. I am not guilty of 
any wrong doing.”

Market 
street was “Bonhomme,” Walnut 
was “Rue de la Tour,’ or Tower 
street, Clark avenue was Myrtle 
street, and Valentine was Almond 
street. As late as 1804 the village 
extended west only to Fourth street 
and four or five blocks south of 
Poplar and three blocks north of 
Washington.

Improper to ‘Throw on 
Courts Whole Burden of 


Considering Constitution- 
ality,’ They Declare.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. — Six 
Republican members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. in a 
report submitted to the House, 
charged last night that the Guffey 
coal bill is designed to institute a 
“centralized, bureaucratic  auto- 


The bill would set up a national 
bituminous coal commission to en- 
force a wage, hour, trade practice 
and price-fixing code. A tax would 
be levied against all coal and re- 
bates allowed to those operators 
who abided by the code. 

The measure was approved by 
the committee Monday, by a vote 
of 12 to 11. President Roosevelt 
has urged Congress to pass it de- 
spite doubts—“however reasonable” 
—as to its constitutionality. 

“Improper,” Report Says. 

The report said “we feel it is im- 
proper for the President and mem- 
bers of Congress to throw upon the 
courts the whole burden of con- 
sidering the constitutionality of 
proposed legislation.” 


“The duty of members of Con- 
gress to ‘support and defend’ the 
Constitution will have been per- 
formed in connection with this or 
any other bill only if, after having 
made up their own minds as to its 
constitutionality, they vote astheir 
judgment and conscience dictates,” 
the report said. 

“In his advocacy of this legisla- 
tion, the President” continues to 
show his apparent disregard for 
constitutional limitations and his 
desire to _institute fundamental 
changes in our governmental sys- 
tem looking to the establishment of 
a centralized bureaucratic auto- 
cracy under executive control. 

“These objectives can be reached 
only by the creation of an unjust 
and unwarranted antagonism to the 
Constitution and the Supreme Court 
to the point where the people 
would countenance the necessary 
changes in the fundamental law. 

“We will not be put in the posi- 
tion of having helped to arouse 
such antagonism by forcing upon 
the latter (Court) the entire re- 
sponsibility for declaring this leg- 
islation unconstitutional.” 

The report was signed by Rep- 
resentatives Treadway of Massa- 
chusetts, Bacharach of New Jer- 
sey, Crowther of New York,. Knut- 
son of Minnesota, Reed of New 
York and Woodruff of Michigan. 
Jenkins (Rep.), Ohio, who favors 
the ‘iil, did not join in the report. 

On Constitutionality. 

A 10,000-word report, most of it 
designed to prove the constitution- 
ality of the measure, was submit- 
ted to the House today by Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Accompanying it was a dissent- 
ing report from five Democrats, 
insisting the bill was unconstitu- 
tional, as well as the Republican 
report. 

The majority Democratic report 
recited the bill was based upon the 
principle that “for the protection of 
the public and to prevent restraint 
upon and to foster inters,ate com- 
merce in bituminous coal, Federal! 
regulation is necessary.” 

Because of that, the majority said 
the bill was constitutional and 
within the limits laid down by the 
Supreme Court in the NRA decision 
and other cases. 

The Democratic minority report 
drafted by Cooper of Tennessee and 
concurred in by Sanders of Texas 
Fuller of Arkansas, Lamneck of 
Ohio and Thompson of Illinois, con- 
cluded:

There is 
an increased domestic consumption of 
37,000,000 square yards of Japanese cot- 
ton goods, Such is the situation de- 
veloped and defended by the AAA Ad- 
ministrator.

MR. ROOSEVELT SURRENDERS. 


By his incredible action in signing the Spanish 
War veterans’ bill, Mr. Roosevelt has completely re- 
pudiated principles he has repeatedly professed. He 
has dealt the final death blow to the National Econ- 
omy Act of 1933, fostered by him as a measure es- 
sential for the preservation of the nation’s financial 
security. He has joined Congress in its abject sur- 
render to the veterans’ lobby. He has saddled upon 
the already sorely-harassed taxpayer an additional 
burden, whose first year’s cost is estimated at ap- 
proximately $45,000,000. 

The bill restores to the pension rolls about 50,000 
veterans and dependents of veterans of the Spanish 
War, the Boxer Rebellion and the Philippine Insur- 
rection. These persons will now receive from $20 
to $72 every month, regardless of their private in- 
come, cause of disability or service record. It is in 
effect a straight-out service pension, bearing no rela- 
tion whatever to disabilities incurred as a result of 
war service. It will go to many persons who are not 
in financial need. 

In the light of the President's past actions and state- 
ments, his action is inexplicable. It was he who first 
removed these people from their favored position at 
the public crib by obtaining the passage of the 
National Economy Act. It was he who appeared at 
the annual convention of the American Legion in 
October, 1933, and Jaid down the following principles, 
the second of which has now been outrageously 
violated: 

The first principle, following inevitably from 
the obligation of the citizens to bear arms, is 
that the Government has a responsibility for and 
toward those who suffered injury or contracted 
disease while serving in its defense. 

The second principle is that no person, because 
he wore a uniform, must thereafter be placed 
in a special class of beneficiaries over and above 
all other citizens. The fact of wearing a uniform 
does not mean that he can demand and receive 
from his Government a benefit which no other 
citizen receives. It does not mean that because 
a person served in the defense of his country, 
performed a basic obligation of citizenship, he 
should receive a pension from his Government 
because of a disability incurred after his service 
had terminated, and not connected with that 
service. 


In the White House statement on the signing of 
the bill, an attempt is made to draw a distinction be- 
tween veterans of early wars and those of the World 
War. It is the first time Mr. Roosevelt has ever 
made such a distinction. In fact, in vetoing the In- 
dependent Offices Act in March, 1934, he said: 


The Spanish-American War veterans’ amend- 
ment to this act provides for service pensions. 
This violates the principles upon which benefits 
to veterans should be paid and the principles to 
which I have referred in this message. ... With- 
out going further into all of the details relating 
to the treatment—past, present and future—of 
Spanish-American War veterans, it seems suffi- 
cient to repeat that I am wholly and irrevocably 
opposed to the principle of the general service 
pension, but I do seek to provide with liberality 
for all those who suffered because of their ser- 
vice in that war. 


The White House statement says: ‘The approval 
of this bill establishes no ground or precedent for 
pensions for the World War group; theirs is an 
entirely different case.” Since when? In the same 
veto message referred to above, Mr. Roosevelt clearly 
intimated that service pensions for Spanish-American 
War veterans. would increase the danger of service 
pensions for World War veterans. He, moreover, 
totted up the estimated cost. Said the Presbdent: 


If that principle (service pensions) should in 
the future be applied to the World War veterans 
by this bill, the annual and continuing charge 
upon the people of this country by 1949 would 
amount to more than $830,000,000 for that item 
alone. This would be in addition to the large 
cost of all existing veterans’ benefits and future 
hospitalization. 


Mr. Roosevelt vetoed the Patman bonus Dill in 
May of this year, with a message that stirred the 
admiration of the country. In it, he restated his 
position against the creation in this country of a 
special class of citizens, favored by Government lar- 
gess, over other classes. He said: 


But it (the credit of the United States) cannot 
ultimately be safe if we engage in a policy of 
yielding to each and all of the groups that are 
able to enforce upon the Congress claims for 
special consideration. To do so is to abandon 
the principle of government by and for the Amer- 
ican people and to put in its place government by 
and for political coercion by minorities. 


In giving his approval to the Spanish-American 
War bill, Mr. Roosevelt himself has scuttled the 
principle of government which, less than three 
months ago, he held up to the country in justifica- 
tion of his attitude on the Patman bill. 

A few figures on the Spanish-American War pen- 
sion grab: (The figures include the Boxer Rebellion 
and the Philippine Insurrection.) Approximately 
300,000 men were engaged. Total casualties from all 
causes, including those killed and those who died of 
wounds and disease, were 15,885. By Oct. 1, 1932, 
233,306 persons were on the pension rolls, or about 
the same number as the present total, including 
those just restored. Thus, there are about 15 times 
as many pensions as there were casualties. Up to 
June 30, 1933, payments aggregated $812,000,000. The 
annual load on the taxpayer for this one pension 
group alone is greatly in excess of $100,000,000. 

It is urged that, if Mr. Roosevelt had vetoed this 
latest Treasury raid, it would have been repassed by 
Congress over his veto. That, however, does not re- 
lieve the President of the slightest degree of responsi- 
bility. It is one of the failures of American democ- 
racy that organized minorities have shown their abil- 
ity to rush Congress off its feet. But the country 
looks to the President to resist such pressure with 
all the prestige and power of his great office. 

Mr. Roosevelt not only has failed to meet that ex- 
pectation, but he has dragged in the dust the once- 
proud plumes of his own principles. 
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SENATOR CONNALLY RINGS THE BELL. 

The common-sense reason for retaining the Su- 
preme Court as the arbiter of constitutional ques- 
tions arising under our Federal system of separated 
powers has been put by Senator Tom Connally in a 
single sentence so clearly and concisely that it would 
be difficult to improve on his words. Speaking before 
the Virginia State Bar Association last week at 
White Sulphur Springs, the Texan said: 

As an American citizen, I oppose divesting the 
Supreme Court of the power to continue and in- 
terpret the Constitution at the suit of any citizen 
of the Republic whenever any right guaranteed 
to him by that instrument may be invaded by 
the Congress, the executive, the courts or any 
state of the Union. 

Senator Connally’s excellent statement not only 
brings out the importance of the Supreme Court as 
a protector of the rights of citizens. It serves the 


further good purpose of emphasizing the positive | 


function of a body whose critics would like to make 
it appear wholly negative in action and effect. When 
the Supreme Court stands on guard against the in- 
vyasion of the individual guaranties of the Consti- 
tution—as it does day in and day out—it performs 
a positive service which alone would justify its ex- 
istence and its power to interpret the Constitution 
and the laws enacted under the Constitution, 
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A DEFLATED HOPSON. 

The late fugitive from the subpena, Howard C. 
Hopson, had a bad day yesterday. Proceedings had 
hardly started before he began to wilt. An offensive 
remark aroused the ire of Representative Cox of the 
House Lobby Investigating Committee, who threat- 
ened to kick the witness out of the room if he didn't 
withdraw it. He withdrew it. 

Mr. Cox also dragged a rare fighting word out of 
the dictionary. Observing that newspaper reports of 
Monday gave the impression that the House commit- 
tee was protecting the witness against the Senate 
committee, Mr. Cox spiritedly denied it. “If the Sen- 
ate wants him,” said Mr. Cox, “it should have him, 
and if he does not voluntarily surrender himself to 
the Senate, it should take him bodaciously.” 

It was Hopson's fear that “the Black Senate com- 
mittee would get him in its clutches” that prompted 
his foolish flight. But the Senate committee was not 
to be denied. It served an instanter subpena on him 
yesterday and moved to cite him for contempt if he 
failed to appear. He failed to appear and was cited. 
The Senate upheld the action of its’ committee and 
ordered Hopson to show cause why he should not be 
punished for contempt. 

Contempt of the Senate is a hazardous adventure. 
It landed Harry Sinclair in “a common jail.” A for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of Commerce, W. P. Mac- 
Cracken, had a similar experience. Hopson may be 
headed in the same direction. 

As a matter of fact, if not of law, Hopson has been 
guilty of contempt of the Senate, of the House and 
of the country. His flight from the subpenas of 
the Senate and House committees was contemptuous 
of both bodies, contemptuous of public opinion and a 
thoroughly stupid performance. 

Hopson’s little hour of triumph has passed. The 
deflation has set in. He couldn't escape the clutches 
of Senator Black, upon whom the mantle of the late 
Senator Walsh of Montana seems to have descended. 
Yes, the Hopson prospect is Black in name and black 
in color. 
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FAR FROM THE MADDING CROWD. 

The Prince of Wales has solved the problem of how 
to get away from it all. He has found a villa more 
isolated than “a lodge in a vast wilderness” which 
the poet sighed for. The only approach to it is a 
tunnel patroled by guardsmen every whit as com- 
petent as Haile Selassie’s lions. So the Prince drifts 
down the blue and gold Riviera days, unmarred by 
the camera's click, the autograph hunter’s entreaty, 
the social climber’s ingratiating smile and the other 
ills to which royal flesh is heir. By the end of the 
month, when he returns to London, H. R. H. expects 
to be in the pink of condition, ready to open a ba- 
zaar without spilling a drop or lay a cornerstone 
without a ecackle. The villa, it is explained, belongs 
to the Marquess of Cholmondeley, pronounced 
“Cheerio.” 
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“SONG PASSES NOT AWAY.” 

Sir William Watson was a survivor of the late 
Victorian era. So anachronistic a survivor was he, 
in fact, that a fast-moving world had all but for- 
gotten him, and was only rallied to relieve his pov- 
erty in 1930, when more fortunate colleagues raised a 
testimonial fund for him. Watson did not deserve 
such neglect. His poetry ranks with that of the 
masters of his time, and he realized the promise that 
Tennyson hailed with the exultant “Always it is 
verses, verses, but now comes a poet.” His major 
works were stately and of classical mold, contem- 
plative rather than dramatic or impressionistic, pol- 
ished for clarity and epigrammatic phrasing. Such 
writings may not be in the mode today, but they en- 
shrine some of our literature’s finest traditions. 

Watson was more than an old-fashioned poet, how- 
ever. He wrote terse and pointed quatrains, acute 
criticisms, fiery verse on political questions. An 
example of the latter is the withering “Woman With 
the Serpent’s Tongue,” directed at Margot Asquith, 
which is one of the bitterest invectives in the lan- 
guage. His versatility is made obvious on realizing 
that he also wrote the delicate and charming song 
beginning: 


April, April, laugh thy girlish laughter; 
Then, the moment after, weep thy girlish tears! 


Surviving his colleagues, his time of fruitfulness 
and much of his public, Watson’s end at 77 may well 
be marked by what he wrote in a poem on Tenny- 
son’s death: “Empires dissolve and peoples disap- 
pear; song passes not away.” 
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ILLINOIS AND THE COAL BILL. 

A canvass shows the Illinois’ delegation in the 
House of Representatives overwhelmingly against the 
Guffey-Snyder bituminous coal bill. Representative 
Chester Thompson (Dem.) of Rock Island, who was 
one of the members of the House Ways and Means 
Committee to vote against the bill, announces that he 
will continue his opposition. Other Democratic mem- 
bers from the Prairie State stand committed against 
the measure, while the six Republicans in the dele- 
gation are expected to vote unanimously against it. 
This is news which should cheer coal consumers who 
would have to pay the price of the Guffey-Snyder 
bill. For if the bill is not popular among the Rep- 
resentatives of a great coal-producing State like Illi- 
nois, it is hard to believe that it is popular among 
very many members of Congress. 
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WAR PROFITS LEGISLATION GOES OVER. 
Administration leaders in Congress, with the ap- 
proval of the special Senate committee investigating 
the munitions industry, have decided not to take 
further action on legislation to remove the profit 
from war until the next session, which convenes in 
January. We are thoroughly in sympathy with the 
effort to prevent the building up of private fortunes 
during time @f war and to keep the activities of ar- 
mament makers from being a menace to safety in 
peace-time. Yet this postponement seems wise. Leg- 
islation of this character is of the utmost import- 
ance. It should be carefully studied, with the vari- 
ous considerations duly weighed. Judgment so ar- 
rived at is impossible in the short while which re- 
mains of the present session of Congress. Meanwhile, 
the American people, remembering the disclosures of 
the investigation, should keep the subject well up on 
the list of important public questions.

A Glimpse of the Real Thing 


OR about 48 hours the country was 
F auiowed to see the outlines of a sound, 

courageous and productive tax bill. This 
was the bill voted by the Senate Finance 
Committee Saturday and promptly with- 
drawn Monday. It was a bill which was 
broadly based and steeply graduated—a bill 
warranted to yield good revenues in fair 
weather and foul, a bill honestly adjusted 
to ability to. pay, a bill carrying its own 
safeguards against extravagance. 

Though the bill is dead for this session, 
the Senators who wrote it and stood by it 
have done a great public service. They have 
established a standard by which the public 
can judge the bill that finally passes. They 
have shown the people the kind of tax bill 
they must eventually come to if the income 
tax is to be used as the main source of 
Federal revenue, They have sketched out 
the kind of bill which would insure the bal- 
ancing of the budget. They have shown 
what must be done if we are to put an 
end to the alarming degeneration of the 
whole Federal tax system. 

Until Mr. Mellon started to tinker with 
the income tax in 1924, we had an income 
tax that rested on a broad base, was gradu- 
ated according to ability to pay, was highly 
productive and reliable as a source of rev- 
enue. The Mellon plan drastically reduced 
taxes in: the higher brackets and at the 
same time removed from the tax rolls sev- 
eral millions of individuals in the lower 
brackets. During the prosperous years just 
before 1929, when the middle incomes were 
large and capital gains plentiful, this tax 
system produced abundant revenues, But 
after 1930 it virtually collapsed. It was a 
fair-weather tax system; in fact, a gamble 
on boom conditions. When all incomes were 
cut, and the taxable incomes were cut even 
more by capital losses, the system simply 
could not produce revenue. 

* * 7. 


Although taxes on the higher brackets 
have since been greatly increased, the vital 
defect of the system has remained. It does 
not tap the smaller incomes which collec- 
tively constitute the bulk of the national 
income. To get revenues, the taxation of 
the smaller incomes was unavoidable. But 
neither Mr. Hoover nor Mr. Roosevelt nor 
any Congress had the courage to tax the 
smaller incomes openly and directly. So 
they have been taxed indirectly and invisibly 
through what are, in all but name, merely 
sales taxes. 

We now have a tax system which is yield- 
ing large revenues and is capable of yielding 
very large revenues as business recovers. 
But it is a vicious system. It is not gradu- 
ated according to ability to pay. It taxes 
the poor and the moderately well-off heav- 
ily but indirectly. Because the tax burden 
is invisible, the system emasculates popular 
resistance to expenditure and puts a pre 
mium upon extravagance. 

Because the Senate bill broadened the 
base of taxes and was steeply graduated 
according to ability to pay, it may be de 
scribed as in principle the first soundly 
conceived tax bill since the income tax 
structure was undermined by the Mellon 
plan of 1924. 

Though it is now clearer than ever that 
nothing in the nature of a sincere reform of 
the tax system is contemplated or is possible 
at this time, the issue cannot be smothered. 


It will present itself again with redoubled 
force next January when the President 
brings his budget to Congress. 

Two basic questions will then have to be 
decided. The first is how much money must 
or should be spent on the relief of unem- 
ployment in the year which begins July }, 
1936. The second question is whether this 
money shall be raised by borrowing or by 
taxation. 

In determining how much money to ap- 
propriate for relief, the President and Con- 
gress will have to decide two main points. 
They will have to estimate how many of 
those on relief will be absorbed into private 
employment by the business recovery. And 
they will have to decide whether those who 
are still unemployed shall be given a dole 
or given public work. 

Their more fundamental problem is to 
decide whether to finance relief by bor- 
rowing or by taxes. The President and Con- 
gress will have to make up their minds 
whether the recovery is far enough ad- 
vanced to require no further inflationary 
stimulus. If it is not, it will be better to 
borrow. If it is, it will be better to tax. 
In short, they will have to decide whether 
or not to balance the next budget. 

a . . 


Much of the discussion about balancing 
the budget turns upon dire prophecies about 
the dangers of currency inflation. The real 
question does not seem to me to lie there. 
A currency inflation of the German type is 
not indicated by our situation. For such 
an inflation takes place only where there 
is an actual shortage of goods in relation 
to the supply of money; that is to Bay, 
during and after wars and revolutions. Our 
problem since 1929 has been just the re- 
verse: We have had a shortage of money, 
bank deposit money, in relation to the sup- 
ply of goods. Our task has not been to 
check inflation but to overcome deflation. 

The method we have used has been to in- 
duce the banks to create deposit money by 
buying Government securities. By this 
method, horrifying as it is in many of its 
aspects, we have by main force and awk- 
wardness recreated a large part of the de- 
posit money which was extinguished and 
destroyed when the banks were compelled 
to call their loans. This is known as refla- 
tion, artificially and deliberately produced. 

Theoretically, it might have been pro- 
duced “naturally” if, beginning with the 
spring of 1933, business men and bankers 
had had the confidence to borrow and lend, 
and thus to replenish the supply of money. 
They did not have the confidence at that 
time. Whether they lacked/it because prices 
were too low to make business profitable, 
or because they were still shell-shocked by 
the depression, or were afbaid of the New 
Deal, is debatable and impossible to de- 
termine definitely. The fact is that they 
lacked confidence, that the natural refla- 
tion did not occur, that the artificial refia- 
tion was resorted to. 

But whatever may have been the situa- 
tion in 1933 and 1934, the situation today is 
plainly different, On the one hand we 
have the benefits of the Government’s re- 
flation visible in a substantial increase of 
bank deposit money, a necessary rise of 
prices and a wide restoration of profit in 
farming and in business. On the other

EW DEAL’S E. L. Deal, man- 
N ager of a certain pool which has 
kept.a lot of farmers’ heads 
above water, has this story to tell 
about a Texas cotton farmer. 

One day early in June a farmer 
waiked into the office of the County 
Agent in Lubbock, Texas. He look- 
ed despondent. He explained he 
had borrowed money until he 
couldn't borrow any more, and that 
his mules were starving. 

“Is there goin’ to be any more of 
that there pool money?” he asked. 

He was not referring to the 
“swapping” plan under the Bank- 
head Act, which allows farmers 
who have a short crop to make a 
trade with farmers who have a 
long crop. The result is that the 
fellow with more cotton than he is 
allowed to sell tax-exempt, pays the 
fellow who has tax-exemption cer- 
ficates to spare, and helps pull him 
out of the hole. 

“If there's no more of that 
money comin,’ I reckon I gotta go 
down the road to the relief, ‘cause 
I come to the end of my rope.” 

There was more money coming. 
It amounted to $42 in his case.

Butter Conscious. 


HE dairy industry is out to 
make the housewife butter con- 
scious. That is the real story 
behind the new drive on Capitol 
Hill to slap a tax on oleomargarine. 

The sales volume of oleo has 
mounted steadily. For the first six 
months of this year its consump- 
tion was more than double that of 
the same period in 1934. 

The corresponding loss to dairy- 
men has been terrific. To make 
matters worse, large dairy areas 
that were hit by last year’s drouth 
are again in full production and 
this year’s butter “make” promises 
to be a high one. Already cold stor- 
age stocks are reported to be 7”0,- 
000,000 Ibs. greater than in August 
of last year. 

So, like many other industries, 
the dairymen are clamoring for 
Government help to help boost 
sales. 

Representative Richard M. Kle- 
berg, one or the largest cattle own- 
ers and dairy producers in Texas, 
is fathering a bill to tax all oleo- 
margarine if it is made from im- 
ported ingredients. The powerful 
National Co-operative Milk Produc- 
ers Federation, which maintains a 
permanent lobby in Washington, 
wants to go further. 

It proposes a flat 5-cent tax on 
all oleo regardless of where its in- 
gredients come from. Only by such 
drastic measures, the Federation 
argues, can the butter makers hope 
to compete with the substitute.

N all this talk about the trans-

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NORMANDY TOWNSHIP | 
WITHOUT CONSTABLE 


A. J. Frank Refuses to Rec- 
ognize County Court's Divi- 
sion of Old Central 


Normandy Township, St. Louis 
County, one of three townships cre- 
ated by the County Court in a di- 
vision of old Central Township last 
July 15, is without the services of a 
Constable as a result of the refusal 
of A. J. Frank, who held the office 
in the old jurisdiction, to recognize 
the County Court's action. 

The Court named Frank as Con- 
atable of Normandy Township, in 
accordance with the law requiring 
that the elected Constable of the 
old township continue to serve in 
the area where he résides. Frank, 
however, has refused to accept a 
commission, despite a ruling by 
Circuit Judge Mueller sustaining 
the County Court's action. 

Frank said today he is proceeding 
to function for the old unit and that 
his attorney would shortly file an- 
other suit seeking to invalidate the 
division 

Meantime the three salaried Jus 
tices of the Peace of the old area, 
Leslie T. Lewis of Maplewood, 
Bernard J. Stecker of Webster 
Groves and A. H. Werremeyer of 
Wellston, who under the division 
would serve in the new townships 
of Jefferson, Clayton and Norm- 
andy, respectively, also refuse to 
recognize the change. However, 
legal processes have not been in- 
terrupted in their cases, since the 
County Court appointed additional 
Justices for each new jurisdiction, 
along with new Constables for the 
Jefferson and Clayton units. 

Lewis, Stecker and Werremeyer, 
all of whom have offices at Clayton, 
are refusing to issue warrants on 
affidavits submitted by Prosecuting 

Attorney Anderson, since the affi- 
davits bear the titles of the new 
townships. Anderson accepted the 
division as ordered by the County 
Court and has notified officers of 
the old jurisdiction that he would 
recognize them only in their new 
capacities. 

The Constable of the new Clayton 
Township is Andrew Tegethoff, 7109 
Kingsbury avenue, Clayton, and of 
Jefferson Township, Leonard W. 
Browne, 7209 Lyndover place, 
Maplewood. New Justices of the 
Peace are Frank H. Jacobs, Over- 
land, for Normandy Township; F. P. 
Barth, University City, for Clayton 
Township, and James J. Ryan, Rich- 
mond Heights, for Jefferson Town- 
ship. Frank resides in Overland. 

Normandy Township includes the 
villages of Beverly Hills and Pasa- 
dena Park, the unincorporated areas 
of Wellston, Normandy, Overland 
and Vinita Park and all other terri- 
tory north of Olive Street road, east 
of Woodson road and north of Page 
avenue and Lackland road. The 
western boundary is half a_ mile 
west of Ballas road.

FARLY MISSOURI CORN | 


DAMAGED BY EAT

Moisture Situation, However, Is 


Fairly Satisfactory in 
Southeast Section. 


Early corn in Missouri has been 


badly damaged by heat and drouth, 
according to the Missouri Weekly 
Weather and Crop Bulletin of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture Weather Bureau for the 
week ending Tuesday. 


“Maximum temperatures,” the re- 


{port roads” reached 104 degrees on 


one day at several stations in the 


northwest and 106 degrees at War- 
saw in the west-central portion. In 


the eastern half it was not quite so 
warm, but 101 degrees was reached 
at Jefferson City, 97 degrees at St. 
Louis, and 103 degrees at Poplar 
Bluff. This was the fifth week 
of very warm weather in the west- 
ern counties and the third week in 
the eastern counties. A decided 
change to cooler occurred on the 
twelfth and thirteenth. 

“No rainfall of importance oc- 
curred north of the Missouri River 
this week, except in a few spots. 
There was very little rain south of 
the Missouri River until the twelfth, 
when good showers occurred at 
many pjaces in the southeastern 
quarter and at a few places in the 
southwestern counties; but rain is 
still needed over most of the south- 
ern half. In Northern Missouri 
crops are suffering almost generally 
and in large areas they have been 
severely damaged already. The 
same may be said of much of the 
southwestern quarter. In the south- 
eastern quarter the moisture situa- 
tion is generally fairly satisfactory. 

“Early corn has been badly dam- 
aged by heat and drouth. Late corn 

and about half the acreage is very 
late—made rapid growth in the few 
areas where moisture was suffici- 
ent. but rain is badly needed over 
most of the State except the south- 
eastern quarter. Corn varies greatly 
in present condition and chances for 
future progress, ranging from very 
poor to very good, but with the bulk 
of the crop poor to fair. Early corn 
is at a stage where normal moisture 
is essential to the production of 
grain, and much of it is without the 
necessary moisture. Late corn is 
reaching the tasseling stage, and 
some of the tassels are burning. 

“Wheat shows only poor to fair 
yields. Oats generally are fairly 
good. 

“Pastures, hay crops, and garden 
truck have been greatly reduced in 
the drouth areas, but.are good in 
much of the southeastern quarter 
and in spots elsewhere. Apple and 
peach crops are much above the

Three Roman Catholic brothers 
of mercy today were sentenced to 
prison for violation of the German 
money laws. Friar Ottomar Vey of 
Montabaur Monastery, was found 
guilty of “treason to the people” 
and was sentenced to four years in 
the penitentiary and to pay a fine 
of 50,000 marks—about $20,000. The 
other two brothers are both mem- 
bers of the same monastery. Broth- 
er Joseph Bruemmer, as an ac- 
complice, was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary and fined 
20,000 marks—about $8000. Brother 
Stephan Kok was sentenced to one 
year imprisonment and fined 3000 
marks—about $1200. They were ac- 
cused of illegally transferring out 
of the country or of failing to de- 
clare in their possession various 
sums aggregating 135,000 marks, in- 
cluding a credit of $3700 in the 
Buffalo, N. Y., branch of the order. 

Seven sisters of the order of the 
Good Shepherd were tried yester- 
day for violating currency laws.

{An INTERVIEW With BERNHARDT 


: A Last Visit to Greatest Actress of Them All 


T was to “pauvre Rachel” that 
Rernhardt's thought flew as her 
Sboat pulled away from these 
shores after her first glittering tour 
| more than 50 years ago. A genera- 
tion before. that her forerunner in 
th. French theater had, in a hurmil- 
jating and grotesquely disastrous 
tour, found us a less hospitable, less 
civilized and less understanding 
land and had known the agony of 
playing her great scenes of tempest 
and woe to the whirr and rustle of 
a thousand turning pages, each 
head in the audience bent earnest- 
ly but disconcertingly over a trans- 
jation of the play. “Pauvre Rachel” 
and the “Divine Sarah” are in 
the same company today—the illus- 
trious company that lies in Pere 
Lachaise, the sloping crowded cem- 
etery, marooned now in a dreary 
part of Paris where elevated trains 
roar by and there is an unending 
rattle of trucks and trams on the 
streets all about. 

It had been Bernhardt’s plan to 
lie buried in a tomb cut deep 
into the seawashed rock of her own 
Belle Tle, that little, white edged 
island which lies off the ugly port 
of Saint Nazaire anc which, in the 
morning sunlight, was the first 
glimpse of France that greeted the 
soldiers from America who sailed 
in the first contingent in the half 
forgotten excitement of June, 1917. 
But, in the juggling of her moneys 
which distracted all her later years, 
she lost the island, so that, after 
all, it was to Pere Lachaise that 
Paris carried her. She is in the 
‘eompany not only of Rachel, whose 
grave is in the older and Jjeafier 
corner close to the twin tomb of 
| Abelard and Heloise, but in the 
company, too, of others, who, like 
herself, had had their day in the 
theater. Talma is there and Mo- 
liere. Playwrights like De Musset, 
Beaumarchais, Oscar Wilde § and 
Scribe; painters like Corot, Ingres, 
|Daubigny, Gustave Dore and Da- 
vid. Dr. Hahneman is there. So is 
August Comte and Balzac and Mar- 
shal Ney and La Fontaine. It is a 
great troupe—the company of Pere 
Lachaise. 

We saw her in her last June. 
There she sat in her little, cheerful 
sitting room up in the musty, frow- 
sy, old house in the Boulevard Pe- 
reire, which belongs, they say, to 
some South American Government, 
but from which, since the day when 
an infatuated Minister had grandly 
placed it at her disposal, she had 
never been ousted. She was re- 
splendent in a dressing gown of 
white satin with a saucy, fur-edged 
overjacket of blue Indian silk, and 
there were blazing rings on the an- 
cient fingers which now and again 
adjusted the jacket so that there 
should always be a good view of 
the scarlet Legion of Honor badge 
| on her breast. It had taken her so 
| many years and so much trouble to 
get it. Her face was a white mask 
on which features were painted, but 
no craft of makeup could have 
wrought that dazzling smile which 
lighted the room. Just as in the 
glory of her early years, she had 
never suggested youth, but seemed 
/an ageless being from some other 
world, so now, in her seventy- 
eighth year, it was not easy to re- 
member that she was old.

His dramatic career soon reached 
its peak when he joined Mr. and 
Mrs, Tyrone Power in what was to 
have been atour. They toured one 
night, folding in, Pasadena after a 
single performance, 

The war became a factor in his 
life now. He jeined the navy and 
went as far overseas as San Fran- 
cisco, where he was an instructor 
in seamanship on a training ship 
during hostilities. After the armis- 
tice his disgust with his lack of ex- 
citement in the war was somewhat 
assuaged when he was sent With 
supplies for Kerensky’s forces to 
Viadivostok. . 

Discharged from service, he soon 
married and became the father of 
twins, Richard and Lawrence Jr.,, 
now Los Angeles school boys. 

Sid Grauman gave him his first 
theater work with an-opportunity 
to use his voice. Fancying that Tib- 
bett resembled Charles Ray, he 
signed him to impersonate a black- 
smith, singing the joys of shoeing 
horses in an atmospheric scene pre- 
ceding a Charlies Ray pieture at 
Grauman’'s Million Dollar Theater. 

Grauman paid Tibbett $50 per 
week for 15 weeks to top off his 
prologues by standing in front of 
his “symphony orchestra,” as it was 
lifted from the basement on an ele- 
vator and render popular ballads.

Frances Alda, wife of Gatti-Casaz- 
ga, then director of New York's 
Metropolitan. It was their agree- 
ment that if Lawrence, then 24, did 
not succeed by the age of 30, he 
was. to return to Los Angeles and 
take over a job selling motor trucks. 

It is interesting that Rupert 
Hughes and Frank La Forge are 
responsible for the fact that the 
baritone is today Lawrence Tib- 
bett snd not Lorenzio Tibeto or 
other such “Italian” personage. 

It had long been the practice for 
American singers to acquire both 
foreign training and foreign name 
before making their American 
debut. It lent prestige if not more 
ability. Tibbett was discouraged by 
his failure to progress and he had 
decided to substitute an Italian 
name in lieu of some ocean trips 
and foreign study he could not af- 
ford. Hughes and La Forge dis- 
suaded him and he became ore of 
the first American singers to suc- 
ceed at the Metropolitan using his 
own name. 

After several months of coach- 
ing, La Forge secured him an afidi- 
tion at the Metropolitan, but the 
ordeal was too mutch and the un- 
tried young baritone failed. By pre- 
vailing on Mme. Alda, the teacher 
got his pupil a second chance. This 
time he won a contract. For the 
first season he was paid $60 a week 
for 22 weeks with the contract rais- 
ing his salary to $150 by the end 
of the third year.

The first season amoufited to lit 
tle. “Carmen,” with a role opposite 
Jeritza, was his best opportunity. 
He left a sick bed to do it and had 
a relapse. The doctors diagnosed 
spinal meningitis. But three weeks 
later he Was out of the hospital 
ready to sing again. The doctors 
had been wrong. 

His contract with the “Met” starte 
ed in May, 1923. By January, 1925—- 
his second season—the operatie 
world rocked for the first time to 
the voice of Lawrence Tibbett. Tib- 
bett stepped into the role of Balles- 
ter when the noted Spanish bari- 
tone became ill. This happened dur- 
ing rehearsals of “Falstaff,” which 
was to be given as a tribute per- 
formance to Antonio Scotti. The 
cast included Scotti, Gigli, Alda, 
Bori and Kathleen Howard. Frank- 
ly, his rehearsals were bad, and un- 
til the last moment, it was uncer- 
tain whether hé would -be allowed 


to go on, 
Bares something happened. His 
voice “opened up.” With an 
abandon and force that left the 
audience calling for him as the cur- 
tain dropped, Tibbett sang as never 
before. The next day his name and 
picture were in every New York 
newspaper. It was the first time an 
American without Europeafi train- 
ing had triumphed on tHe Metro- 
politan stage. é, 
In 1929 Tibbett came to Holly- 
wood for his first picture, “The

Rogue Song.” Although he had 
earned considerable sums in opera, 
concerts and from phonograph rec-| 
ords, it was not until then he was 
able to start to repay the loans that 
had carried him to success. 

In the three pictures that followed 
Tibbett had the satisfaction of 
knowing that he had become a full- 
fledged film star, that Main Street 
as well as Broadway knew him now. 

Contract requirements took him 
back to the Metropolitan when he 
completed “The Cuban Love Song.” 
He had also made “New Moon” and 
“the Prodigal.” He campaigned to 
establish the native American 
opera. The first of these he had 
already helped launch, “The King’s 
Henchman.” Later he sang leading 
roles in “Peter Ibbetson” and “Em- 
peror Jones.” For his performances 
in these latter he feels he is greatly 
indebted to the acting experience 
he gained in Hollywood, from its 
plays, players and directors.
